REPUBLICAN PRINCIPLES. 


In the call issued by Chairman Car-' 


ter of the Republican National Com- 
mittee for the election of delegates to 
the national convention "voters with- 
out regard to past political affiliations 
who believe in Republican principles 
and endorse the Republican policy, are 
cordially invited to unite under this 
call In confirmation of the new ticket." j 


It is to be regretted that Chairman 


Carter does not define Republican 
principles and explain the policy of 
the Republican party. 
Many voters 


would like to know in what respect the 
policy of the Republican differs from 
that of other parties. It may differ 11 
per cent, which is the average differ- 
unco between the McKinleyand Wilson 
tariff bill?, from the Democratic party, 
tmt there is no evidence that it does 
noj agree with Mr. Cleveland on mat- 
ters of greater importance to the 
country at present than 11 per cent in 
tariff schedules. Is the Republican 
policy on the> financial question the 
same as that cf the Democratic admin- 
istration? It not, in what respect do 
they differ? The Administration is 
opposed to the free coinage of silver. 
Is the Republican party in favor of it ? 
If it if, it has the power iu the House 
of Representatives to pass a free coin- 
age bill over the President's veto. Sen- 
ator Teller, a Republican, says he is 
for free coinage. Does that mean that 
it is the Republican policy to open the 
mints to the coinage of silver as well 
as gold f Senator Sherman, a Repub- 
lican, to opposed to free coinage, is that 
the Republican policy ? Under such 
circumstances bow 
are 
ordinary 


mortals to know what the policy of the 
Republican party is on the greatest 
issue of the day ? 


Chairman Carter 
should by 
all 


means issue a revised call and explain 
the policy of the Republican party, es- 
pecially on the financial question, that 
being the issue of issues at the present 
time, as upon its correct solution de- 
pends the prosperity, not only of Ne- 
vada, bet of every mining and agricul- 
tural State in the Union. 


GOLD AND SILVER EXPORTS. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics 


at Washington reports that in the 
month of November last the exports of 
gold exceeded the imports by $13,473,- 
876. 
During the eleven months ended 


November 30, 1895, the excess of the 
exports of gold over the imports was 
$57,901,070. During the same period 
the 
excess 
of exports of 
silver 


over 
imports was $38,277 60 
Ac- 


cording 
to these reports, 
which 


are supposed 
to 
be 
the 
most 


reliable on the subject that can be pro- 
cured, the United States exported more 
gold and silver this year than it pro- 
duced. It is not surprising, consider- 
ing the amount of bonds held in 
Europe, that the gold exports should 
be large, but it ought to astonish our 
gold friends, who say that the United 
States would be the world's dumping 
ground for silver, if we had free coin- 
age, that in the eleven months of the 
current year the exports of silver ex- 
ceeded the imports by over $38,000,000, 


Gold and silver coins are primary 


money, that is the money in which 
under our laws all debt obligations 
have to be paid. How can we expect to 
be prosperous BO long as the exports of 
these metal* exceed the home piodoct 
and imports combined by several mil- 
lions a year? The population is steadily 
increasing while the volume of money 
in circulation is as steadily decreasing. 
livery debt is made payable in 
gold and more gold is being ship- 
ped out of the country than the 
mines produce. This increases the pur- 
chasing power of gold so that it re- 
quires more labor and more commodi- 
ties to purchase a dollar than it did a 
few years ago when the circulating 
medium of the country was being in- 
creased several millions monthly. 


NEBRASKA 81LVKR MEN. 


A convention of silver men from all 


parts of Nebraska met at the capital of 
the State and organized the Nebraska 
Silver League. The object of the or- 
ganization is to wage a decisive cam- 
paign and nominate candidates in favor 
of the free coinage of silver. An Ex- 
ecutive Committee consisting of Gov- 
ernor Silas A. Holcomb (Populist), ex- 
Congressman W. J. Bryan (Democrat), 
Q. L. Law (Republican), and W. H. 
Bardio (Prohibitionist), was appointed 
and county organizations 
will be 


formed in all parts of the State. 


These men, all of them prominent in 


the State of Nebraska, are willing to 
sink the partisan for the good of the 
country. 
They will do all in their 


power to further the cause of silver re- 
gardless of the effect it may have on 
party. They will work at primary elec- 
tions to secnre the nomination of men 
who favor free coinage and they will 
support no man for office who is not.
